THE DPAKOTA BILL. 

The Dakota bill wasthen taken up. 

Mr. Uarrison addressed the senate upon th 
bill. Ile explained it brielly as proposing t 
divide the existing territory of Dakota on the 
46th parallel of the ecarth’s latitude, miking 
very nearly an eqaal division of the terr 
The bill propesed further to orgauize 
state that portion of the territory lying 
of the 46th paraliel, to continue tor tnat por- 
tion of the territory north of that paralie! the 
present territorial government, and to trans- 
jer to that territory the United States oflicers 
now in the territory, and to give to that part 
of Dakota that remains in territorial condition 
the name of Lincoln. As to the new slate, 
ihe bill provides for a constitutional couven- 
tion, the result of whose work. shall be sub- 
mitted to the peaple, and if adopted by them 
and teund to be conformable to the bill under 
consideration, the president is aathorized to 
make a proclamation of the fact; and the state 
is to be thereupon admitted to the union. Tho 
movement for the admission of the new stats, 
Mr. Herrisen continued, had originated where 
such movements ought te originate—with the 
people of the territory. The discussion of its 
tdmission tothe «union could, of course, as- 
sume the shape of a party discussion, bat that 
wre ashape unworthy so importante «ques- 
tion. To consider the application of a people 
jor admission to the unioa from the - point of 
view of its relation to the fortunes of a politi- 
cal party, was to consider it from a level far 
Lelow that of statesmanushbip. Mr. Merri. 
een reviewed the history of the 
mevement in the territory of Dakota 
locking to adniission, showing that since 1870 
a streng feeling has existed on the subject, 
several legislatures of the territory, and many 
convertions of the people ofall political par- 
tics having urged upon congress the propriety 
of admission tothe union. Mr. Harrison be- 
lieved that the feeling in the territory was 
almost upanimously In favor of a divisiva be- 
tween the northern and southern portion:,and 
€gually unanimous that the admission of the 
Whole territory as a single state would not be 
acceptable, 

With regard to the question of how much 
population should entitle a territory to admis- 


; es astate, Mr. Harrison said there had 


no rule established by congress. it had

tion m the lower house of congress, 
which at. this time, would be a little 
over one hundred and fifty thousand persons, 
Yew ofthe states, however, had had popula- 
tion encugh atthe time of their admission to 
bring them within that rule. No state since 
the admission of Missouri in 1821 had a popu- 
lation sufficient to entitle it to one represent- 
ativeip congress. It was, therefore, a matter 
in the discretion of congress. But even on the 
basis of requiring such population, Mr. Iar- 
risen believed that with the naturally rapid 
increase in the population of the territory, the 
portion preposed to be admitted would, in a 
census taken at this time, show enough pop. 
inticn to entitle it to tworepresentatives. Mr.

DIPHTHERIA AND MEASLES. 


The Great Throat Scourge Increasing in 
Violence, 

New Yorx, December 9.—The diphtheria 
scourge, which never leaves the city, has taken 
a fresh start, and is raging very fiercely. The 
babitual death rate of fifty a cent of re- 
ported cases bas been exceeded, and is at pres- 
ent sixty per cent and over. Last week the 
deaths trom diphtheria numbered forty-three 
to seventy-five reported cases. As the preva- 
lence of the disease has diminished during the 
latt few weeks, it bas increased in violence, 
until it has reached ifs presemt severe type. 
The measies has been increasing steadily for 
a week or two, since the advance of the cold 
weather. It is, however, not of a very severe 
type. Last week 155 cases were re- 
ported to the sanitary authorities and twenty- 
two deaths. That was just three times the 
number of the preceding week and the week 
before. Among the new ca-es reported t>-day 
were four-in the foundling asylums. The 
patients were babies from four to eight mouths 
old.

Mr. Mills said this afternoon he 
thought that the treaty discriminated against 
agricultural products, and he would do all he 
could to defeat it.

THE TREATY ANALYZED 


And Its Ruinous Features Pointed Out by 
Business Men. 

New Yorx, December 9.~The San contains 
a num ber of interviews with people well in- 
formed in regard to our Cuba commerce. 
The following are among the most impor- 
tant: 

“The new treaty pinches trade in two 
ways,’ said one of the editors of the Tobacco 
Leaf, ‘First, it lots in manufactured cigars 
at a greater reduction than is allowed on leaf 
tobacco. Thie is unjust to the American cigar 
makers, who make good cigars cheap. The 
cigar makers are not affected, although the 
low grade of the Havana cigar is about the 
worst cigar made. The Key West cigar mak- 
ers are affected most, because they are all 
Havana tobacco. Another objection, and it 
comes Cliefly from American planters, is that 
when once this treaty is adopted, the Dutch 
will want to bring their Sumatra todacco. 
This is now used, in spite of the heavy tax of 
75 cents per pound on it. It can be 
sold here in competition with American seed 
leef wrappers, because it is raised by coolies. 
With the duty reduced to 17}¢ Cents the 
American planters would have a small show 
against it. Another place where the treaty 

inches particularly hard is with men who 
rete large stocks of Havana filled cigars and 
Havana tobaccoon hand. They will lose a 
reduction of 1714 cents per pound on tobacco, 
and $1.25 per pound on cigars. Thatloas wiil 
compel some to go out of business, whether 
they wish to do so or not, and it is inevitable, 
because during the interval between the rati- 
fication of the treaty and the date on which it 
takes effect trade will be from hand 
to mouth, and prices constantly falling. 
At present the evil of the treaty is stagnation, 
caused by agitation. Noone will buy until 
the question is settled. The manufacturers 
sliut down so as to run off the surplus stock. 
Trade 1s wholly disorganized, and operatives 
arethrown out of employment. One of the 
features ofthe tariff which will be retained 
under the new treaty is the government im- 
port stamps. Instead allowing the imported 
cigars to stand on their own merits, the gov- 
ernment will put a peculiar stanip on im port- 
ed goods, which is a guarantee to the buyer 
ihat they are imported.” 

ANOTHER WITNESS SPEAKS. 

‘‘A curious result of this was shown in the 
Mexican cigars that afflicted this market,” 
said Mr. Geo. Storm, of Straiton & Storm, last 
night. ‘‘Mexican : siraply 
be couse they Cc imp orted,

When E. Rosenwald, of the firm of Rosen- 
wald & Brother, dealers in seed-leaf and im- 
ported tobacco, was asked why he opposed the 
treaty, he said: 3 

‘(We believe in free trade, but this treaty is 
groesly unjust. It will work the ruin of the 
American tobacco planter. It is worded in 
such a way that the bulk of 
the tobacco which is used as _ fillers 
will pay more than the wrappers. 
You see it says that tobacco leaves requiring 
more than 100 leaves to make a pound pay 3 
cents per pound. That is the kind of tobacco 
used for fillers. Butall other kinds, that is 
leaves which require less than 100 to make a 
pound, are let in at 17'< cents a pound, which 
is ridiculous. Those who assert that uuder 
this treaty we can export our cigars, do not 
know the facts. We could only export them 
if we hed free trade. It is a one-sided treaty. 
It requires us to give all with no return. The 
United States is one of the greatest tobacco 
preducing countries in the world. The pro- 
duct has been improving until itapproximates 
the Havana leaf. But this treaty means ruin 
to the whole irdustry.” 

Schroeder and Bond said: 

“This treaty means annihilation to the to. 
bacco producing interests of the country. If 
it prevails we and others must go out of Susi- 
ness.” 
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THE SUGAR FEATURE 


The Gains and Losses Visibie in the Spanish 
Treaty. 
New Yorx, December 9.—-The Sun in its 


juterview with leading sugar men quotes Gus- 


tave Jobr, who handles Louisiana sugar. He 
said: 

“Weare opposed to the treaty because we 
do not see initany advantage te the United 
States. There is a million or two of population 
down there to consume our products. Their 
gross imports are about $10,000,600. Fromthe 
United States we pro te give them in re- 
turn £250,000,000. Tho net prices ofsugarare 
low enough now. Ifthey go any lower the 
entire Louisiana planting is gone. 


We believe in protecting home industry, and 
this is a step toward free trade.” 
FILLING CUBAN POCKETS. 


John E. Searle was one of the governmenteom - 
missioners sent to the Sandwich island: to see 
how the reciprocity treaty worked ‘there. 
Ile said yesterday: 

“This Spanish treaty gives no advantage te 
the consumer «f sugar. The whole redestion 
will go into the pockets of the Cuban planters.” 

“Tow so?” 

“Our total import of sugar lest yoar am@unt- 
ed to 988,000 tens. Cuba furnished less than 
half, and the price wil) be made in our mar- 
ket by the price of sugar that pays the duty. 
In return ter a clear gift of §25,000,000 we get 
back“h trade of $10,500,000 gross.” 

‘But that trade will increase?’’ 

‘“Tlow much? The gross imports of Cabs 
are only S40,000,000—$12,000,000 of which are 
trom Spain. Our sugar machinery now goes 
in free. In the Sandwich islands we gave 
the planters $5,000,000 a year, and. in return 
we raised a gross trade of $700,000 to $1,400,- 
(00, The planters there planted every availa- 
ble inch of ground on account ef the profit in 
the business. Our measure proved a bounty 
on coolie labor. The sugar refiners are all in 
favor of free raw suger, but they oppose this 
measure, which gives 8s. much bounty to 
the Cuban planters and does the United States 
no good.” 

ON THE OTHER. SIDE. 

“Tf I was going to say one thing in favor of 
the new treaty,” said James B. Carborry, 
leading Havana merchant, “I would say that 
if we could induce the Cubans to pay more at- 
tention to sugar, for which their climate is 
wel) adapted, they would raise lees of the pro- 
ducts for which our climate 1s not well adap- 
ted. We would sell these products to them at 
a profit and buy their sugar at a reduced rate. 
The Havana import of lard is now nearl 
400,000 pounds weekly; bacon 30,000 poun 
weckly; hams, the same; beans, 500 
barrels weekly; flour 1,500 barrels weekly; 
hay, 10,000 bales er annum; 
potatoes fornine months in the year, over 
5,000 barrels a week. The shipments to al) 
other parts of the island aggregate two-thirds 
of this, and to Perto Rico one-third of the 
Havana trade. It is not unreasonable to ex- 

rect this trade to quadruple. The treaty will 

ea very great step toward the revival of the 
American merchant marine.” 

THE PUTY MUST COME Orr ANYHOW. 

Another merchant in the produce exchange 
said: 

“The duty on sugar has got to come off 
anyhow. It is not fair that the people should 
be taxed $52,000,000, the amount of the duty 
onimported sugar, in order that Louisiana 
roay produce barely 100,000 tons, much less 
than she produced before the war, when the 
duty was three-quarters of a 
cent instead of * two cents 
as now. It is nonsense to suppose that the re 
peal of the duty on Cuban sugar will not brin™ 
down the price to consumers. The Cubans 
will imerease their product. Other sugar 
countries will make concession to the United 
States in order to get their sugars in free. Ad- 
mitting that there is a temporary injustice to 
other countries, it will soon be rectified to our 
advantage. Therefiners say the price won’t 
come down, and the Louisiana planters say it 
will. The opposition does not seem to agree. 
But the main point to consider is that we must 
improve our foreign market, and must build 
up our merehant marine. Here is the firat 
Step.” 

WHERE AN ADVANTAGE 18 GAINED. 

When James E. Ward, of the Ward line of 
steamers, was asked how the treaty would 
help the American merchant marine, he said: 

‘Every American vessel has hitherto paid 
a tonnage tax, which waa from $1 to $1.55 a 
ton, every time it went into a Cuban port, If 
a ship measured 2,060 tons she had to pay at 
least $2,000. You ean imagine the siza of 
that taxinu year in @ reguiar line of Ha- 
vana steamers lige ours. That will all be 
saved to the American vessels, which will 
new nearly monopolize the trade. Then tne 
fines for errors in manifests, which are very 
annoying, will be done away with. It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the trade will require 
a great increase in tonnage. We do not ap- 
prehend much opposition execpt from 
the tobacco men, and from the 
importers of sugar from other countries.”
